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1 . The request for reconsideration has been entered and considered but it is not persuasive. 

2. In the remarks, applicant argued that: 

a. Sugiura's teaching of an incoming message is not addressed to a target network 
device on a local network. 

b. Copper did not teach determining whether an application module is configured to 
process the functionality requested by a message, redirecting the incoming message to the 
application module in the case that the application module is configured to process the 
functionality, or passing the incoming message through the local network to a target 
network device in the case that the application module is not configured to process the 
functionality. 

3. In response to point (1), Sugiura teaches a received HTTP data DT (message) from client 
device includes [page 5, paragraph 109] address of the target printer in the header DTa of the 
HTTP DT [page 5, paragraph 95]. Since the HTTP data DT contains the address of the target 
printer in the header of the HTTP data DT, certainly the HTTP data DT can be consider as being 
addressed to a target device (fig. 8). 

4. In response to point (2), Copper teaches receiving a print job, determining if support for 
the request functionality is in a printer, if support is not present, software simulation (application 
module) is configure to process the requested functionality. This means the process must 
redirected the print job to the software (application module) that performs the simulation. The 
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process sends the print job (passing the message) to the printer if the support for the requested 
functionality is in the printer. This means software simulation (application module) is not 
configure to process the functionality requested. The functionality requested in the print job is 
passed to the printer for processing instead of the software simulation performing the request 
functions.
